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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

1 . The disclosure is objected to because of the following: On page 4, Iines14, 19, 21 
and 27, bis(2,4-dicumylphenyl)pentaerythritol is mentioned without the diphosphite. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Objections 

2. Claim 1 is objected to because of the following: The specification does not 
mention up to 05% phenol compound. Less than 0.5% is the limit. Les than about 5000 
mg/kg is indefinite. It is either about or less than not both. Furthermore, according to 
the specification less than 50 mg/kg phenol compound is ineffective, so that has to be 
the lower limit. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

4. Claims 1, 3-13, 15, 16, 18-20 and 22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as 
being anticipated by Saito et al. 6,156,845, Yamauchi 6,231,804 or Saito et al. 
6,313,225. 

5. All three references have been discussed previously. Additionally, Saito et al. 
('845) disclose ethyl aluminum dichloride in column 1 1 , line 63. Applicants' claims are 
not novel. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

6. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

7. Claims 1,3-11 and 1 3-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being 
unpatentable over Saito et al. 6,156,845, Yamauchi 6,231,804, or Saito et al. 6,313,225, 
in view of Ham's et al. 5,179,063 or Nakazima 5,001,176, further in view of van 
Brederode et al. 3,981 ,957 or Floyd et al. 4,197, 398. 

8. All references have been discussed previously. All claimed ingredients are 
accounted for. The rejection is maintained. 

Response to Arguments 

9. Applicants' arguments filed 6/1 9/06 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. US Patents 4,325,837 and 4,394,291 are relevant to the prosecution of the 
instant application. They are not incorporated by reference, thus they are not parts of 
the specification and their contents are not claimed. The specification does not specify 
that the transition metal compound and the metal halide have to be two different 
compounds. There is no mention of a requirement that the metal halide has to be an 
inorganic compound either. There are no "definitions" of the transition metal compound 
or the metal halide in the specification. Any definitions of these compounds in other US 
Patents are not germane to the instant invention. The rejections are maintained.
